FRENCH WILL ADD 
TO MIGHTY Ltt] 


Democracies Powerful 
Lever Over Fascists. 


PARIS, Dec. 19.—(UP)—Navy 
Minister Cesar Campinchi today 
announced that 340,000 tons of 
new French warships will be 
rushed to completion to give the 
co-ordinated fleets of Great Brit- 
ain and France a 36 per cent ton- 
nage superiority over the Rome- 
Berlin axis before the end of 1942. 
He said France will build four 
35,000 aircraft carriers three 8,000- 
ton cruisers and many smaller 
ships and submarines. 

Campinchi’s announcement co- 
incided with disclosure in the new 
edition of Janes’ Fighting Ships, 
world’s most authoritative naval 
handbook, that Germany is en- 
gaged in a secret battleship build- 
ing race along with Soviet Russia 
and Japan. 

At the same time Foreign Min- 
ister Bonnet publicly told Italy, in 
a speech before the chamber of 
deputies, that “any surprise move 
intended to oblige France to cede 
territory can lead only to armed 
conflict.” 

It was an unequivocal and ap- 
parently final answer to Italian 
agitation for the surrender of 
French territories in satisfaction 


of Premier Mussolini’s Mediter- 
ranean and Red sea ambitions. 

Bonnet used words almost iden- 
tical to those of Prime Minister 
| Chamberlain—speaking at the 
same time in the British house of 
commons—when he cautioned the 
dictators: 

“It would be a mistake to see 
in our desire for peace a sign of 
abdication or weakness.” 


Cold Wave 
Grips Europe 
In Icy Bonds 


enza Outbreak; Wolves At- 
tack Mountain Villages. 


LONDON, Tuesday, Dec. 20.— 
(UP)—A cold wave that already 
has broken records of 60 and 80 
years’ standing early today tight- 
ened its icy grip on all Europe, 
from the Urals to the Mediterra- 
nean, taking a toll of at leaste 200 
lives and intense suffering. 

Communication and transporta- 
tion services were crippled and 
shipping in the North sea ran for 
cover. 

Monday was the coldest Decem- 
ber day in Berlin in 80 years 
with’a reading of one degeree be- 
low zero. French meteorologists 
reported that the mercury was 
plummeting down to the lowest 
levels since the famous cold wave 
of 1877. 

Seventy deaths from freezing 
were reported from Lodz, Poland, 
and the cold was blamed for an 
influenza outbreak among 5,000 
German-Jewish refugees on the 
Polish frontier. 

More than 600 of the refugees, 
living in a virtual no-man’s-land, 
were stricken. , 

So intense was the cold in 
northern France that turkeys 
froze while being driven to rail- 
road yards for transport to Paris 
for the Christmas trade. 

Radio stations throughout Eu- 
rope went silent when the cold 
snapped antenna wires.

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HITLER 1S ASKED 
FOR CO-OPERATION 
BY CHAMBERLAIN 


Makes Open Plea for a 
‘Sign’ That Germany 
Wants To Be Partner 
in Plans To Block War. 


WARNS AGAINST 
‘TRAGIC BLUNDER’ 


Prime Minister Declares 
Nazis Apparently Have 
Not Been. Impressed. 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—(4)—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain openly 
asked Reichsfuehrer Hitler today 
to give him a “sign” that Nazi 
Germany wants to be a partner 
in his plans for the peace of Eu- 
rope. 

He coupled this plea, made be- 
fore the house of commons, with 
an uncompromising defense of his 
foreign policy during the past 18 
months. He assured the house 
that Britain and the United States 
“no difficulties or differ- 
ences” in the Kar East or else- 
where, | 

Shortly after this statement 
commons defeated, 340 to 143, a 
Labor motion of censure which 
would have declared its lack of 
confidence in the prime minister’s 
foreign policy. 

Chamberlain said leaders of the 
German nation would be making 


ingness to compromise for gen-|’ 
eral weakness. 
British Spirit. 

Apparently, said Chamberlain, 
Germany has not been: impressed 
by the British spirit. 

“I-am still waiting for a sign,” 
he said, “from those who speak 
for the German people that they 
share this desire and that they 
are prépared to make a contri- 
bution to peace which would help 
them as much as it would 
help us.” 

Bucking the Laborite demand 
for a censure vote, Chamberlain 
sounded a warning to war-mak- 
ers in the concluding words of 
his speech: 

“I would not take the awful re- 
sponsibility (of war) upon my 
shoulders unless it were to be 
forced upon me by the madness 
of others.” 

In a new and careful reference 
to the Far East, the prime minis- 
ter said he understood the $25,- 
000,000 loan to China by the 
United States Export-Import 
Bank, announced last week in 
Washington, was to facilitate 
Americaan exports to China. 

Loan to China. 

Uusually reliable sources re- 
ported Britain already has agreed 
to advance credits to China of 
500,000 pounds (about $2,500,000) 
for buying trucks to be used on a 
new “road to Mandalay” from 
the interior of China to Burma. 
Chamberlain and Foreign Sec- 


retary Viscount Halifax will be 
in Rome from January 11 to 14. 
The prime minister flatly denied 
‘reports he would cede British So- 
maliland or any other colonial ter- 
ritory to Italy. He reiterated Brit- 
ain stood fast with France. 

Reports of a planned cession of 
Somaliland were that the move 
would be made to satisfy Italy in 
connection with Fascist clamor 
over French territory in Africa. 

There were reports that one or 
two junior members of the gov- 
ernment had joined those Con- 
servatives who are dissatisfied 
with Chamberlain’s foreign policy 
and the state of the nation’s de- 
fenses.

‘Lima Agreement Believed 


Near; Intervention in 
Spanish War Is Barred. 


LIMA, Peru, Dec. 19.—(4)—The 
Western Hemisphere solidarity and 
defense project took a big step 
forward today at the eighth Pan- 
American conference as the Bra- 
zilian delegation completed a com- 
promise draft resolution. 

Several of the principal lead- 
ers predicted agreement would be 
reached within a few days. 

The delegates appeared to be 
near a split Saturday on the issues 
of New World solidarity, with the 
United States favoring a pro- 
nouncement against outside ag- 
gression while Argentina, fearful 
of angering European friends and 
of any future change in Washing- 
ton’s policy, wanted a resolution 
which merely used the word ag- 
gression. 

Both United States Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull and the chief 
Argentine delegate, Isidoro Ruiz 
Moreno, seemed to be in accord 
today that the resolution should 
be stronger than the agreement 
reached at Buenos Aires in 1936. 

That agreement provided for 
consultation simply “in the event 
the peace of the American repub- 
lics is menaced.” 

Today’s Brazilian draft, drawn 
up by former Foreign Minister Af- 
ranio Mello Franco, is reported to 
go further in that the signatories 
would declare themselves ready to 
defend the American continent 
against expansionist plans of other 
powers and express a readiness 
to combine immediately in com- 
mon defense. 

The project was reported to have 
received the approval of Dr. Car- 
los Concha, Peruvian foreign min- 
ister. It was translated into Eng- 
lish and French this afternoon, 
and a copy was sent to Secretary 
Hull. Mello Franco .expected to 
discuss the finished project with 
the smaller ere singly. 

Cuba’s proposal for mediation 
in the Spanjsh War by American 
republics was killed by a steering 
committee vote of 18 to 3, only 
Cuba, Haiti and Mexico approving. 
The United States was among the 
delegations voting against it.

“The door is wide open,” he de- 
clared with a smile.

CAMPAIGN AGAINST 
AUTO ACCIDENTS 


New 25-Mile Limit Is 
Gradually Decreasing 


Number of Speeders,|; ~ 


Malcom Records Show. 


Atlanta police yesterday contin- 
ued their intensive drive on traf- 
fic violators in an effort to re- 
duce auto fatalities, as a gradual 
reduction in the number of arrests 
of motorists for speeding indicated 
that the new 25-mile-per-hour 
speed law was proving successful. 

_With the total of traffic fatali- 
ties to date only four less than 
the grand total for 1937, Captain 
Jack Malcom, head of the traffic 
bureau, announced the department 
would continue its vigorous drive 
for the next two weeks. 


Meanwhile, steps were taken to 
raise the state’s speed limit to 55 
miles per hour from 40. 

Police records showed that of 
44 persons arrested for alleged 
violations of traffic regulations up 
to 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
only five were apprehended for 
speeding. This compares favorably 
with the 62 cases booked against 
speeders over the week end, the 
traffic bureau pointed out. 

Efforts of police will be direct- 
ed against motorists and pedes- 


trians alike, Captain Malcom said, | 


pointing out that the last half of 
December is the most dangerous in 
the year from a traffic viewpoint. 

“Definite orders have been is- 
sued to traffic police to ‘clam 
down’ in the enforcement of a 
traffic regulations. This will ap- 
ply to both motorist and pedes- 
trian,’ Captain Jack Malcom said. 

Heavy Traffic. 

“Traffic will be unusually 
heavy during all hours of the day 
and far into the night during this 
week—both pedestrian and ve- 
hicular—as out-of-town celebrants 
begin arriving for the holidays. 

“T am appealing to motorists and 
pedestrians to use extreme caution 
while driving or walking. 

Further to impress upon the 
public the dangers existing in 
carelessness, a specially equipped 
automobile was placed in service 
on downtown streets yesterday 
afternoon. Painted white and gold, 
the car is provided with a loud- 
speaking system through which a 
patrolman will warn pedestrians 
and motorists of violations. 

Records of safety talks, made by 
Chief of Police M. A. Hornsby, 
Captain Malcom and Mayor Harts- 
field also are carried in the car 
and are broadcast at intervals to 
the Christmas throng. 

Co-operation Praised. 

Co-operation of the public was 
praised by Captain Malcom, who 
pointed out that since the enforce- 
ment campaign was inaugurated 
Saturday, December 10, injuries 
resulting from accidents have 
fallen sharply.

Authorities Declare Brain 
Disease Makes Him Too 
Dangerous To Let Out. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—(#)—Dis- 
trict Attorney William J, Camp- 
bell reported today the ravages of 
a brain disease made Al Capone 
such “a dangerous man” at times 
that he may be kept in prison un- 
til 1942 for treatment. 

He disclosed the former over- 
lord of the underworld was suf- 
fering from paresis, a malady 
marked by the progressive loss of 
mental and physical power. 

Capone was “lucid” about three 
out of each four weeks, he.said, 
but was irrational about one- 
fourth of the time. 

Campbell announced Capone’s 
attorneys and members of his 
family would confer with govern- 
ment officials in Washington “this 
week or next” concerning disposi- 
tion of the prisoner once dubbed 
“the world’s most notorious gang- 
ster.” 

The district attorney told re- 
porters he discussed Capone’s ill- 
ness in the capital recently with 
Assistant Attorney General Brien 
McMahon and James V. Bennett, 
director of the Federal Bureau of 
Prisons.

FOR LATE PRIMARIES: 

On last March 2 the voters of Fulton county, 
in a properly conducted referendum, went on 
record in favor of a later date for the county 
primaries, and strongly in opposition to the 
practice of holding the primary elections some 


nine months or more before the new officials, . |. 


are to take over their public offices. 

Tomorrow, Wednesday, the newly elected 
Fulton county Democratic executive commit- 
tee will meet, for the first time since the ref- 
erendum on the late primary issue was held. 
Following the mandate of the people, the rules 
and date for the next primary will be set for 
the fall, instead of the spring. 

No county primary, in future, should be held 
at least until after Labor Day. Any earlier date 
is tantamount to taking the right of the ballot 
away from a large segment of citizens who are 
absent from the city, on vacation or for other 
cause, during the summer and early fall 
months. 

The evils of an early primary were clearly 
set forth in these columns, and elsewhere, prior 
to the referendum last March. They will, how- 
ever, bear partial reiteration, if for no other 
purpose than the refreshment of memory. 

It is invariably true that professional of- 
ficeholders prefer a primary as far ahead of 
the time for new terms to begin as possible. 
A primary held nine months ahead of that time 
is too early for the issues involved to:be prop- 
erly clarified in the public, ming. It is too early 
for public interest to Rave 
awakened. : ; %, . 

Thus it is far easier for “machine politics,” 
with its groups of “dependable” voters, to con- 
trol a sufficient proportion of the inevitably 
smaller vote, to determine the outcome as they 
wish. . 

There is a notable instance before. the peo 
ple this year. The important report by Dr. 
Thomas H. Reed, of his survey of county and 
city governmental setups, was made public only 
three weeks before the primary of March 2. 
Now, regardless of the strengthening sentiment 
of the people about this report, it is impossible 
for them to make their wishes known in their 
choice of officials, because the primary was held 
and decided long before this important issue 
became a matter of general public concern. 

Early primaries are contrary to the spirit of 
democratic government, they serve to perpet- 
uate in office the professional politicians and 
they discourage that desirable interest in, and 
knowledge of, public governments on the part 
of the average voter. . 

In setting the date for the next county pri- 
mary, the new county committee will, of course, 
follow the wishes of the people as expressed in 
the referendum. It is to be hoped they under- 
stand that that vote was for a primary as late 
as possible, and certainly not until after Labor

MORE EFFRONTERY 

Germany, which has tacitly admitted com- 
plicity of high officials in the spy plot recent- 
ly revealed in New York, now has the effrontery 
to tell American motion picture operators they 
cannot make a film based on the admissions in 
the trial. , 

The thinly-veiled warning, issued to the 
Hays office, is but a single instance of a grow- 
ing desire on the part of the Nazi government 
to dictate to democracies, and as such it should 
be viewed. Dr. Georg Gyssling, the German con- 
sul, gave the Hays office a “friendly tip—not 
... a protest or warning,” that the productions 
of any studio exhibiting a picture which “con- 
flicts with German interests” would be barred 
from Germany in the future. 

To the eternal credit of the motion picture 
industry, the warning was disregarded and pro- 
duction of a film along -the lines of the New 
York disclosure is under way. It may be the 
picture will be barred from showing not only in 
Germany, but in France and England as well, 
since Nazi pressure has heretofore been able to 
operate effectively in these countries. It is to be 
regretted this is so, but it must be regarded as 
a challenge it will not happen in this country. 


It is said that films barred from showing in ° 


foreign countries generally lose money. This 
factor has blocked the production of several 
large undertakings in the past, yet it is ap- 
parent it will be at least partially disregarded 
in the days to come.

presses of the country, which bring to the read- 


ing public many volumes of a type generally . 


neglected by commercial book publishers.’ 

It is not that the books ‘issued through the 
medium of the universities are not of: lasting 
interest to the general public, but simply that, 
albeit of distinct value as contributions to the 
literature of this country, they do not lend 
themselves to high-pressure salesmanship. They 
find a more steady and substantial sale, how- 
ever, to.a section of the public which finds more 
lasting satisfaction in the work of writers who 
have been, generally speaking, taken under the 
wing of the university publishers. 


An illustration of the work being accom- 
plished in this field is contained in five books 
published in recent weeks. 


Three are from the press of Princeton Uni- 
versity. In “The Brandeis Way,’ Alpheus 
Thomas Mason has taken one incident in the 
life of the venerable justice of the supreme 
court, from which he has built a towering pic- 
ture of the legislative statesmanship and social 
inventiveness of the liberal jurist. For those to 
whom democracy is a living and vital expres-" 
sion of a people, new strength is drawn from 
this story of a man who has shaped much of the 
progress this country has made in the present 
eentury: 

The other side of a story—the fight to curb 
the power of the supreme court—is contained 
in Princeton’s “Court Over Constitution,” in 
which Edward S. Corbin presents the ,history 
behind the power of the highest tribunal. He 
views the New Deal reorganization attempt as 


merely a current aspect of a 150-year quarrel 


for and against judicial review. He views the 
court’s recent retreats from adamant positions 
as “an act of statesmanship looking definitely 
to the continued survival and sound health of 
the constitution as a whole.” 


The third book looms important when it is 
considered that the Federal Reserve System’s 
present chairman, Marriner Eccles, represents 
a school of thought which has had great in- 
fluence in the present administration, and that 
a thorough knowledge of the operation of the 
nation’s banking system may aid in any new 
examination of the structure. It is “The ABC 
of the Federal Reserve System,” by Edwin W. 
Kemmerer. ' 

Another type of contribution is found in two 
books released by the University of Oklahoma 
press, One is Richard Croom Beatty’s master- 
ful study of the life of Lord Macaulay, in which 
the Vanderbilt professor traces the events which 
created a great leader and played no little part 
in shaping an empire and the industrial revo- 
lution which has been culminated in American 
enterprise. ' ae : 

The second book dusts the clouds of more 
than 150 years from the archives to bring mod- 
ern America an understanding of one of this 


country’s greatest men—the Indian McGillivray, 


chief of the Creeks and often known as the 
“Talleyrand of Alabama.” The letters which 
form the basi$ of the’ study’ wete ‘discovered 
through accident by a California professor. 

These particular ,books,-are used:-;simply to 
illustrate the vital role that university presses 
have assumed in the literature of the country. 
The Uhivetsity of 'Gédrgia hias* made a start 
along similar lines. Duke University and the 
University of North Carolina have made great 
literary contributions to southern life. Ogle- 
thorpe University in Atlanta similarly has at- 
tempted to provide a picture of the life of our 
times. 

Without the need to gauge pocketbooks, the 
universities are looming larger and larger in 
providing the means by which democracy ac- 
quires knowledge beyond that of more formal 
study.

A NEW WEAPON IN THE WAR UPON PAIN 
(From The Philadelphia Inquirer) 

The announcement by two doctors of their 
discovery of a local anesthetic which, once in- 
jected, will stop pain for three weeks, will in- 
terest persons who have suffered: from major 
ills as well as from toothache, lumbago, crushed 
fingers and other tribulations which can hurt 
terribly, yet Mave no‘serious effect on general 
bodily health. ae 


Anesthesia was practiced by the ancient. 


Egyptians and Romans and South American In- 
dians, to say nothing of Sir Humphrey Davy and 
Michael Faraday, long before Dr. Crawford W. 
Long, of Georgia, used ether in an operation in 
1842. Of late there have been several ‘startling 
innovations. Cyclopropane is now made cheaply 
from petroleum; procaine and epinephrine have 
been combined with amazihg results; pentothal, 
one of fifty barbituric acid derivatives, is the 
latest of this family of hypnotics; even helium 
has been pressed into use. 

If this new anesthetic can end post-operative 
or injury pains for three weeks, perhaps perma- 
nent immunity, even if frequent injections are 
needed, is around the corner. This would at 
least minimize loss of work by wage-earners, 
all-important today. A cure for rheumatism is 
still elusive, but if its suffering can be elifni- 
nated there isn’t ‘much left to worry about. Grad- 
ually the world is being relieved of its pains.

It’s really sad to see Uncle Dan go, if only because he enjoy 
being secretary of commerce so obviously and frankly that his de- 
light was positively picturesque.

Just why he was contented, if was sometimes difficult to know. 
So far as administrative power or influence on 
concerned, Uncle Dan ‘might just as’ well have 
for the last five years. He longed to- be a great. man. 
to figure in the news of the day. His whole department used 
be mobilized before his press conferences. Every smidgeon of pos- 
sibly significant information used to be. scratched up. Uncle Dan 
himself used to begin, “I want to be frank with you gehtlemen,” 
and then tell all he knew. But, unhappily, he never knew much 
of great importance. He could only figure as an amiable old fellow 
with a handle to his name, who had the odd habit, at the most 
worrisome junctures, of announcing firmly: | 

“All is for the best in this best of possible worlds.” 


BLASTED FROM HIS SEAT In a* way, Uncle Dan’s cheerful 
3 unimportance really increased 


his value as a picturesque exhibit. It made him an even better 
example of the curious system by which the great offices of the 
American state are parceled out, not to those best qualified to hold 


them, but to‘men who have helped train the right political con-_ 


testant. 

There were three reasons why Uncle Dan was named secretary 
of commerce. The first was that he picked Roosevelt early, and 
plugged for him hard. . The second was that, at-a moment in the 
1932 campaign when cash to pay the broadcasting companies was 
needed in 24 hours, Uncle Dan strolled into Jim Farley’s sanctum 
and plunked a roll of several thousand dollars in bills on the table. 
And the third was that Cordell Hull’s appointment was thought to 
give the south inadequate “representation.” * 

Having picked him as secretary of commerce, the President then 
proceeded’ to forget about him. While hurt by it, Uncle Dan put 
up, with his oblivion, being happy to be allowed to make his depart- 
ment a teeming hutchfyl of political appointees, and to enjoy all 
the other perquisites and emoluments of his place. Indeed, he en- 
joyed them so much that it practically took. blasting powder to get 
him out. Long ago, he began to receive tempting offers of alter- 
native employments. But he knew where he was well off. 

Then, this fall, cabinet reconstruction was decided on. Uncle 
Dan’s name led the list of the proscribed. The ax seemed about to 
fall at a lunch at the White House. An hour and a half before the 
lunch, Uncle Dan announced to the press that he had “no intention 
of resigning.” Thus, the execution’s hand was briefly stayed. His 
friends say that he was finally requested to retire only a day or so 
before his unintended, resignation was. published to the world. 


.32 YEARS OF PAY Although Uncle Dan was born in South 


Carolina, and plays a Carolinian’s part, he 
has actually been a Washington job-holder most of his life. From 
the day, in 1893, when he left home to become clerk of the senate 
committee on interstate commerce, his career was a steady upward 
climb through the hierarchy of political placemen. He was off the 
public pay roll for only one brief inferval until 1920, when Hard- 
ing’s election forced him to resign the commissionership of internal 
revenue. The next years he devoted to amassing. a fortune as a 
lawyer, often practicing before the government departments, and 
then, in 1933, Roosevelt put him on the pay roll again. 

He was an agreeable representative of his peculiar type, being 
kindly, invariably soft-spoken, well turned out and benevolent look- 
ing. He was always ready with a speech or statement, always tact- 
ful, always loyal to the President. But, under his regime, the Com- 
merce Department virtually ceased to function, being unable even 
to produce adequate commercial statistics. And, although Uncle Dan 
was as nice an old fellow as you could imagine, the value of the 
system which put him in charge of a vast governmental agency is

Have you ever watched a really 
good procrastinator practicing his 
art? It is, in some ways, a fasci- 
nating and brilliant thing to ob- 
serve, 


Under Ideal 


Conditions. 

The true procrastinator should 
have nothing save his own con- 
science to prod. Take, for instance, 
this matter of going to the office 
of a morning. If the individual ob- 
served is one of that army which 
must punch a time clock, with loss 
of job the penalty for failure, he 
cannot be a really artistic procras- 
tinator. For there is that economic 
fear of individual insolvency, 
which usually follows loss of em- 
ployment, to exercise a compelling 
pressure and to bring overwhelm- 
ing reinforcement to the merely 
ethical proddings of conscience. 


Morning procrastination can only 
be exercised in its full beauty by 
the man who'is more or less in- 
dependent of time clocks. The man 
who conducts his own business, or 
is in such executive position none 
cares particularly as to his hours 
of coming and going. Who has du- 
ties to perform, but who doesn’t 
have to care, within an hour or so, 
what time he arrives at his office, 
provided he gets through those du- 
ties during the day, somehow and 
sometime.

Our country is making emergency plans for the quantity pro-* 
duction of military airplanes. The present intention is to build a 
minimum of 12,000 and train many times that number of pilots. 
There is also a plan to increase the size and efficiency of the army - 
and almost double the strength of the navy. ~ 

Now the cost of all this, while enormous, will be spread over 
a period of years and need not dismay us. It will be less than we 
are now handing out to keep our own people pacified. 

The more important question is, what are we arming for? 

Unless the answer to that question is clearly understood, and 
generally agreed upon, and remembered in all circumstances, we 
shall again be led like sheep to the slaughter. | 

Constant repetition and endless propaganda have taught the 
great majority of our people to believe that all nations are lining 
up in two opposing groups, one totalitarian or Fascist and the 
other Democratic. 

The Democratic group, which believes in freedom and equality 
and government by the people, includes England and France, and 
we must be ready to help them or the Fascist nations will control 
the world. 

That is the story, true in part, which is fed to us without 
ceasing to keep us emotionally mobilized for another job of saving 
the world. 

But the sad truth is that the present struggle is merely a con- 
tinuation of the old, old struggle to control Europe. Only the 
slogans are different. France was on top after the World War; 
Germany is on top now. 

What has our democracy to do with it? France now has a vir- 
tual dictator; England has never had democracy as we know it. 
Both have great empires of subject peoples. Neither has any love 
for us, and neither would go to war to save us. Did they save the 
democracy of Czecho-Slovakia? They like us when they can use 
us, and curse us when we refuse to rake their chestnuts or ask 
them to pay up. 

America stands alone. In a world where might makes right and 
only the strong are safe, we must arm—not for war, but to insure 
peace. If we are strong, nobody will attack us; South American 
nations will feel safe in joining us; we can rest secure and aloof 
while the great rivals cripple one another. 

But the stronger we become, the more propaganda will urge 
us to “save democracy” or “help crush the tyrants before they 
seize the world.” The world’s shrewdest persuaders will work on 
our emotions, knowing we are suckers for a “noble cause.” Our 
own leaders, having so much power ready to use, will be sorely 
tempted to use it. 

Our only hope of safety is to remember that those who cry, 
“Save Democracy!” have already deserted it, and those who cry, 
“Don’t let dictators control the world!” have no alternative plan 


but to control it themselves.

WALLACE PREDICTS 
STRENGTHENED AAA 


Secretary Hails Marketing 
Quota Results as Indorse- 
ment of Program. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
asserting the nation’s farmers 
overwhelmingly favor New Deal 
crop control legislation, predicted 
today that the measure will be 
strengthened and improved next 
year in order to be of greater ben- 
efit to all agricultural workers. 

Wallace based his conclusions 
on the results of crop referenda 
held among growers, of cotton, 
rice and three types of tobacco. 
Although only the cotton growers 
gave the two-thirds majority nec- 
essary to begin operation of mar- 
keting quotas, he said the referen- 
da “constitute remarkable indorse- 
ment” of AAA programs. 

Wallace contended the referen- 
da results, in which he said 76.5 
per cent of the 1,587,352 producers 
of the three crops voted for the 
marketing restrictions, have 
“proyed the absurdity of the 
charges that the agricultural ad- 
justment act of 1938 imposes a 
dictatorship upon the farmers.” 
“Undoubtedly,” he said, “many 
of the farmers who vo.ed against 
quotas for 1939 in the cotton, to- 
bacco and rice referenda approve 
other nhases of the AAA programs. 
By their very nature, marketing 
quotas are the most extreme and 
controversial phase:'of the AAA 
programs. 

“The farmers voted on the spe- 
céfic issue whether they wanted a 
more positive form of control for 
their commodity. The vote did not 
involve any other phase of the 
AAA programs. 

“There is no doubt that the prin- 
ciples of those programs have the 
support of a preponderant major- 
ity of the farmers. I am confident 
that these principles are sound, 
that they will be continued and 
that they will be strengthened and 
improved so that they may be of 
greater benefit to farmers.”

FACE INDICTMENT

Washington Official Says 
Fraud Has Widespread 
Ramifications ;Gun Deal 
Contract Is Described. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19—(#)—The

The prediction was made by 
Brien McMahon, assistant United 
States attorney general, who came 
here from Washington to co-ordi- 
nate the investigations of federal 
agencies into the mystery of the 
multiple activities of Coster-Mu- 
sica and the firm’s missing $18,- 
000,000 of assets. 

“Widespread Ramifications.” 

“This case has more widespread 
ramifications than any other fraud 
case in my memory,” McMahon 
said after a conference with vari- 
ous federal officials. 

The testimony linking Coster- 
Musica to gun-running plans was 
offered by Frederick Wingersky, 
of Boston, a McKesson & Robbins 
vice president in charge of law 
and labor relations. Costa-Musi- 
ca, he said, ordered him to draft 
a contract for the purchase of 
100,000 Lee-Enfield rifles and 
100,000,000 rounds of cartridges. 

The purchase, however, was not 
made so far as he knew, Winger- 
sky said. 

Wirigersky testified at a hearing 
in the office of State Attorney 
General John J. Bennett Jr., As- 
sistant State Attorney General 
Ambrose V. McCall told Winger- 
sky to report to Gregory F. Noo- 
nan, acting United States attor- 
ney, since that phase of the inves- 
tigation of the $87,000,000 firm lay 
outside the state’s jurisdiction. 

The contract to buy arms, Wing- 

rsky testified, was drawn last 
May. 
Coster-Musica Buried. 

While McMahon and other fed- 
eral officials were conferring in 
the federal pbuilding, Coster- 
Musica, who killed himself last 
Friday in his Italianate villa at 
Fairfield, Conn., after he was re- 

ealed as the “brains” of a swindle 
25 years ago, was buried from a 
Brooklyn funeral home. 

Two of the three brothers, who 
masked their identity and joined 
him in the McKesson & Robbins 
firm, attended the funeral by spe- 
cial’ court permission—George

agent for the firm, and Robert 
Tnetrich-Musica, who worked in 
he shipping department at Fair- 
field. Both were handcuffed to 
federal deputies. _ 
- The third brother, George E.

First Lady Answers Her Critics 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(#)— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt asked 
the American people today wheth- 
er they wanted a rresident’s chil- 
dren to be idlers and whether they 
thought his wife should give up all 
her own interests. 

The first lady, just elected a di- 
rector of the Boston insurance firm 
which her son, James, helped 
found, told her press conference 
she had received letters contend- 
ing that members of a President’s 
family should restrict their own 
activities completely during the 
President’s term. 

For herself, Mrs. Roosevelt said 
that a do-nothing policy would 
have meant giving up a great 
many interests.

HUNGARY DRAFTS 
ANTHEWISH LAWS 


Rumania Turns Toward Col- 
onization Plans To Solve 
‘Semitic Problem. 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 19. 
Hungary drafted new anti-Semitic 
legislation today while Rumania 
developed a colonization plan in 
two movements for solution of the 
Jewish problem in southeastern 
Europe. 


The proposed Hungarian laws, 
to be introduced in parliament 
Friday, will tighten up the meas- 
ures which now limit the partici- 
pation ,of Jews in. business and 
professions to 20 per cent of the 
total engaged in any calling. 

In Bucharest, -the Rumanian 
foreign office disclosed that a plan 
to assist Jews to settle in Pales- 
tine and various British posses- 
sions was the subject of diplo- 
matic discussions. 

The immediate objective was to 
develop a colonization scheme for 
150,000 Rumanian Jews now in the 
eastern provinces -of Bucovina, 
Bessarabia and Transylvania. 

Ultimately the project would be 
extended to a greater number of 
Rumania’s 1,075,000 Jews, it was 
indicated. 

(In London, a British. official 
said the Rumanian government 
had made “certain vague in- 
quiries.”) 

Bucharest reports said wealthy 
Jews were being asked to help 
finance the plan. 

The Rumanian ministry of in- 
terior at the same time announced 
the nationalization of 379 inns and 
766 retail tobacco shops operated 
by Jews in Bucovina. Jewish lead- 
ers charged the action was taken 
to persuade the Jews to emigrate. 

In Hungary, the government 
studied both Italian and German 
laws for regulation of Jews and 
it was understood that Italian 
Foreign Minister Count Galeazzo 
Ciano, who arrived here today on 
a visit, was making a report on 
Italy’s experiences. 


RECORD ORANGE CROP. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(4)— 
The Agriculture Department pre- 
dicted today the nation’s orange 
crop for 1938-1939 would reach 
78,281,000 boxes, a record high. 
This figure is five per cent above 
the previous record production of 
74,476,000 boxes in 1937-1938.

GU BEGGING IN U.S. 
DESPITE ADVANCES 


21-Passenger Ships Not 


Always Filled; New Air 
Board Policies Awaited; 
Europe May Benefit. 


By ALICE ROGERS HAGER.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Four- 
engine land transport planes, lat- 
est product of American aero- 
nautical genius, are going begging 
in the United States. 

Hailed as a major advance in 
aircraft building by experts at 
home and abroad, and expected to 
be in use on domestic airlines by 
the early part of 1940, neither the 
new Douglas DC4, popularly 
known as the “Flying Hotel,” nor 
the Boeing “Stratoliner,” first of 
the ships to be built for high alti- 
tude passenger carrying, has at 
present any American purchasers. 


Instead, it will probably be on 
European lines that they will see 
their first service. 

Empty Seats. 

With present airline equipment 
of the 21-passenger type running 
half to two-thirds full a good 
part of the time, there isn’t much 
encouragement to the operators to 
spend a couple of hundred thou- 
sand dollars apiece for 40-passen- 
ger ships that will require major 
changes—and expensive ones—in 
servicing and overhaul machinery. 

With European companies far 
behind those of the United States 
in equipment, except where Lock- 
heeds and Douglases are in use, 
there is reason for them to turn 
to American manufacturers. So 
much emphasis has been laid on 
military craft abroad that com- 
mercial development has lagged 
badly. 

There are two reasons behind 
the failure of the lines to order 
the four-engine planes. From a 
political standpoint, the new civil 
aeronautics authority has still not 
defined its policies with regard to 
rates and certain fundamentals of 
operating practice. Until this un- 
certainty is cleared up, capital 
cannot be induced to come into 
new airline financing. 

Foreign Orders. 

In the meantime, the Ameri- 
can aircraft plants are not in 
such a bad position as it would 
seem. The market abroad is very 
active. Boeing has had at least a 
dozen foreign visitors and Doug- 
las as many. Both the Dutch and 
the French are almost certain 
buyers of four-engine equipment.

STATE TAXONPAY 
BY HOLS TESTED 


High Court Agrees To Rule 
Whether Employes or 
Agencies Are Liable. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—()— 
The question of a state’s right to 
tax the salaries of employes of 
federal corporations is to be de- 


cided by the supreme court. 

The high tribunal agreed today, 
to review a case in which the! 
New York supreme court decided’ 
that that state could not tax the 
salary of James B. O’Keefe, an at- 


torney for the Home Owners Loan 
Corporation. 

A final decision is expected to 
have an important bearing on rec- 
ommendations by President Roose- 
velt that all’ federal and state 
salaries and future bond issues be 
made subject to taxes. 

Treasury officials have been 
studying the possibilities of such 
a step. Some have expressed the 
opinion that an act of congress 
would be sufficient to permit re- 
ciprocal taxation, but others have 
contended a constitutional amend- 
ment would be needed. 

Treasury experts studying the 
proposals have made preliminary 
estimates that if the 30 states 
which have income tax laws could 
levy on federal salaries they could 
expect to reap nearly $15,000,000 
a year. These experts said the 
federal government would collect 
about the same amount in income 
taxes from state employes. 

In the New York case, the state 
supreme court ruled that the state 
could not tax the $2,246 salary of 
O’Keefe because he was perform- 
ing a federal function. 

O’Keefe already had paid a tax 
of $57.28 on his income in 1934. 
The case grew out of his demand 
for a refund. 

The New York state tax com-

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Boots. 


I have to work outside this win- 
ter, much of the time in mud and 
water. Is it best to wear rubbers 
or arctic overshoes or rubber 
boots in which you can’t wear any 
shoes but only stocking feet? I 
mean how is rheumatism best 
avoided? (J. D.) 

Answer — Wear whatever foot 
covering you find most comforta- 
ble in the circumstances. No ob- 
jection to wearing rubbers or rub- 
ber boots without shoes if they are 
most satisfactory. Such exposure 
to cold and wet has nothing to do 
with any of the ills called “rheu- 
matism” so far as we know: I 
should think socks with thick soft 
wool feet would give most com- 
fort, whéther you wear shoes and 
arctics or rubbers, or no shoes and 
rubber. boots. 

Immunization. 

The baby received diphtheria 
months 
old. Later a Schick test showed 
he was not immune. He received 
more diphtheria shots. At age of 
145 years he had diphtheria. Later 
another Schick test showed he still 
was not immune. (Mrs. H. L. B.) 

Answer—If the child’s attack of 
diphtheria did not render him 
immune, I:doubt whether: all the 
toxin-antitoxin, anatoxin or tox- 
oid or any number of Schick tests 
can do any more in that direction. 
Every child, preferably before the 
age of one year, certainly before 
going to nursery school or kin- 
dergarten, should receive from the 
family physician the standard im- 
munization against diphtheria. 
For older children the Schick test 
is quite reliable; for infants under 
two years it is not so reliable— 
they should all be considered sus-| 
ceptible, not immune, and receive 
the immunization treatment, or 


“shots,” as the one-syllable class 


call them.

I know from long experience 
that if a wife doesn’t make neces- 
sary expenditures, talks over mon- 
ey matters with her husband, she 
will get in the partnership and

ANSWER: 

That’s a fine dissertation on 
home economics and domestic 
felicity resulting from satisfac- 
tory financial arrangements be- 
tween husband and wife.

You didn’t marry a little man 
whose one claim to bigness was his 
possession of the bank book and 
the check book. There are hus- 
bands, you know, who would no 
more share with their wives the 
privilege of writing a check than 
they would cut off one leg of their 
trousers and pass it over to their 
wives. They dare not relinquish 
their one bid for superiority. It’s 
doubtful if any woman however 
patient, courageous,’ considerate 
and loving could establish any 
money partnership with one of 
these birds. 


Yet, largely speaking, a wom- 
an can get anything from the 
man that loves her if he’s con- 
vinced that she’s able to handle 
it when she gets it. And it’s 
equally true that most of the 
money arguments that causes 
hard feeling and eventual sepa- 
ration between husbands and 
wives might have beem avoided. 
if the women had qualified for 
partnership by showing them- 
selves, reasonable, co-operative 
and ad on the economical side.

TROJAN SPEED. 
LOS ANGELES, Dec. 19.—We have no accurate record as to how 
fast those ancient Greek platoons came out of the famous Trojan 


horse. 


But Duke’s stout and game defense will have to be on guard 


against the speed that is coming from Howard Jones’ modern Trojan 
machine, where both line and backfield strike with lightning effect. 
I can’t recall having looked at more fast, big men on one squad 


than Southérn California can send into aetion. 


The average weight 


of the first team is. around 200 pounds, and there isn’t a lumbering 
athlete in the group. They all can move in a hurry. The second 
team is almost on a par with tne first, just as the case was at Pitts- 


burgh a year ago. 

“I have been watching Coach 
Jones and his staff speeding up 
the Trojan attack and defense for 
several days and-I can advise 
Wallace Wade and his strong Duke 
team that they have quite a job 
ahead on Pasadena turf. 

“This is one of the fastest teams 
I’ve ever had,” Coach Jones told 
me. “It is big and rugged—but 
after all this is the age of speed. 
I have at least four backs who are 
as fast as any I’ve seen, and there 
is all the speed anyone needs along 
the line and out at the ends.” 

There are six sophomores and 
four juniors on his replacemen 
eleven, so you can figure the Tro- 
jan prospects for 1939. 


The Speed Factor. 
This Trojan speed factor counts 
in more ways than mere ball car- 


rying. It counts in rushing the 
passer and rushing the kicker. It 
counts in pass interception and in 
returning kicks that happen to be 
a trifle beyond an end’s guarding 
range. It counts in every form of 
defensive play. 

Using this speed in every avail- 
able way, Jones has also worked 
exceptionally hard on sharp, de- 
cisive tackling and hard blocking. 
He has always been a firm be- 
iever in the fundamentals, block- 
ing and tackling, and these were 
two of the main details that upset 
Notre Dame. A flock of fast-mov- 
ing 200-pounders can do a lot of 
jolting when trained and devel- 
oped along these lines. 


Even Balance. 


This Southern California outfit 
is almost perfectly balanced after 
a slow early start. 

The line matches the backfield 
and Jones has six ends almost on 
a par, at least three of them well 
over 200 pounds and over six reet 
in height. These ends are all fast. 
The end play in the Notre Dame 
game was given the purple award 
by ‘experts as. the finest of the 
year. It played a big part in bot- 
tling up Notre Dame’s exception- 
ally fast backs. It smothered 
California’s attack completely.

haven’t seen a running attack all 
fall, with the possible exception 
of Pitt’s star quartet, which might 
make any headway against this 
Trojan defense. It is swift-mo’4 
ing, powerful and alert. It isn’t 
likely to be drawn out of position. 
There is no power around that 
can move it to any extent. 

Passing and high-class decep- 
tion are the only assaulting moves 
that might break down this de- 
fense that suddenly found itself 
down the stretch. 


One of the Best. 


Howard Jones isn’t given to 
many words. He isn’t any too 
quick on the optimistic trigger. 
But he told me today he thought 
this present Trojan squad, as it 
happens to be at this point, is 
about as good an all-around team 
as he ever sent to the Rose Bowl. 

“We'll certainly have no alibis 
if Duke can beat us,” Howard 
said. “We have just about the 
right combination of what is need- 
ed. We were terrible against Ala- 
bama. We improved only a little 
against Oregon. We were far from 
our best against Ohio State. But 
we have been coming along to 
reach our peak against California, 
U. C. L. A. and Notre Dame. 

“IT am not fooling myself about 
Duke, I happen to know what a 
fine coach Wallace Wade is. I also 
happen to know the defensive 
strength it takes to go through 
nine games and not be scored on. 
We know that only high-class 
football can beat Duke. But I still 
don’t think wé ever sent a team 
into the Rose Bowl any better than 
this present squad is.” 

This is something when you re- 
call that against two strong Pitts- 
burgh téams and Tulane the Rose 
Bowl Trojans ran up more than 
100 points, which is scoring de 
luxe. 

Jones’ outstanding stars include 
Big Smith at guard—Hoffman at 
fullback, known as “the answer to 
a coach’s prayer’—Lansdell, his 
brilliant quarter—Banta and An- 
derson and Jones, two of these on 
the second team—all of his six 
ends—but above all an even bal- 
ance in team strength, whether 
you take the first or the second 
team. 

I must say that Duke will need 
much more offensive strength 
than it showed against Pittsburgh 
to beat this Southern California 
round-up, so well equipped phys- 
ically and so well drilled in the 
fundamentals of hard football— 
blocking and tackling. Duke’s de- 
fensive strength is too well known. 
But between this date and the 
Rose Bowl test Duke will have to 
locate a much stronger attack than 
it has shown all year to match the 
offense that Southern California 
will send to the field. 

After. watching this Trojan 
team work out I can see the bar- 
ricade that Notre Dame faced. I 
can see the barricade that Duke 
faces unless the Blue Devils show 
more offensive speed than they 
were able to produce this last fall 
with so many backs out of action. 

Jones will call on little scrim- 
maging from now on. His big 
team, sun-browned and keen to 
go, has had its share of hard work 
and he “doesn’t care to risk any 
further chance of injury 

Duke must look for all the fast 
starting spéed it can locate, plus 
an effective passing game, to make 
any dent in this Trojan ' wall.
